The name of this chemical is carbon 
tetrachloride.

on animals infested with

I have been asked many limes, and 


particularly since this series began: 
"What is the remedy for the condition 
and situation of government business 
Unit you have described? 
What can 


we, the average man or woman with- 
out influence, and with no kno\v ledge 
of politics, what can we do about it?" 


Well, the answer is that YOU can do 


everything about it. The remedy lies 
wholly within your own hands, as I 
have tried to point out in each one 
of the articles that have preceded 
this one. It is a remedy easy to pre- 
scribe but, I confess, difficult to put 
into effect. 


Difficult, I mean, in the iense tnat 


you will have to give up time from 
your own engrossing private affairs to 
pay some attention to what you prob- 
ably think of as public affairs and, as 
such, not concerning you. The whole 
point I have to make is that public 
affairs are yo«r affairs. 


I do not suggest that you go into 


politics. 
I do not suggest that you 


attend political meetings. I do sug- 
gest that you take an interest, a direct 
personal interest, in the business of 
government as distinguished from the 
politics of government. 


A part of the remedy you ask for 


the conduct of the business of govern- 
ment has been applied when the facts 
fird the conditions are spread broad- 
cast and made known to every tas- 
p'yer. Bad conditions are in a way 
to be remedied when they become ; 
kr-ovyn. 


'Buf some hundreds 
of. you have 


written me and asked : "How can we 
hPlp? What can we do?" Let's take a 
concrete cjxfe. 


Cnnsress has committed itself to the 


policy of building twenty first-class 
battleships in the next few years. 
Armed and equipped, those battleships 
will cost m the neighborhood of $45,- 
000,000 each. That will make a total 
cost of ?900 000,000 ; that is, just short 
of a billion dollars. 


Do you approve that expenditure? 


Do you think it wise and necessary? 
Do you think we ought to spend our 
money that way? Do you think we 
ought to spend 80 or 90 t>er cent 
of our total national Income for wars, 
past, present and prospective?

Washington.—The highways of the 


country which for the most part have 
been constructed in state units are to 
be linked up in one countrywide sys- 
tem. 
The federal government and the 


states are now co-operating to this 
end. A meeting of New England stat* 
highway officials and engipeers of the 
federal bureau of public roads has 
just been held here. This is the first 
time public officials have got together 
for the purpose of laying out a system 
of highways to serve an area larger 
than a single state. 


Throughout the summer and fall 


similar meetings will be held between 
the federal officials and highway au- 
thorities t of various groups of states. 
By the end of the calendar year, if 
all goes well, there will be, on paper at 
least, a comprehensive plan for link- 
ing up all the state highway systems. 


This forward step is the result of 


recent federal road legislation -which 
requires that all federal aid be spent 
on a connected system of highways 
designed to serve the needs of the 
whole country. 
Tentative road sys- 


tems have been submitted to the fed- 
eral bureau of public roads by all ex- 
cept eight states, and the series of 
meetings that has been arranged for 
is to determine how to connect and co- 
ordinate the state systems. 


From this time on"only roads cer- 


tain to be a part of the nationwide 
system are to be approved for con- 
struction with federal aid. It is esti- 
mated that the national system of 
highways will comprise about 180,000 
miles of roadway. 
If the system is 


established in accordance with the 
preliminary plans, the United States 
will in time—and that time is not so 
many years away-—have the greatest 
system of any country in the world. 


Must Meet Demands of, Futura, 


The representatives of. the federal 


government and the state governments 
who are attending th^se regional con- 
ferences are also taking up the ques- 
tion of how the future demands on the 
public highways shall be met. 
The 


read building authorities have discov- 
ered that many of the highways al- 
ready improved will not meet the fu- 
ture demands that will be made on 
them. 
Indeed many of the roads are 


not 
wide enough to 
accommodate 


properly the traffic that now passes 
over 
them. 
Passenger, 
automobile 


traffic on public highways, for in- 
stance, has doubled since 3916. • This 
kind of traffic continues to show an 
enormous annual increase. 


It is the growth of the truck traffic, 


however, that is causing the federal 
and state authorities to talk of wider 
roadways, wider bridges and more 
lasting road-bed material. 
There 
is- 


more or less talk to the effect that 
sooner or later this motor truck traffic 
over the highways will have to be 
regulated either by the federal gov- 
ernment or by the states or through a 
system 
of joint regulation. 
It 
is 


foreseen that this problem will be 
come more important as the state 
highway systems are linked into n 
nalional system. In some sections ol 
the country the local freight business 
has very largely been diverted from 
the railroads to the motor trucks. It 
seems probable, so the best informed 
men say, that with a national highway 
system in operation, much of the long- 
distance freight business will be done 
by a motor truck company. In some 
localities in the east, the motor trucks 
are now crowding the passenger auto- 
mobiles off the highways.
